The Duke of Atholl, in the mag- 
nificent disrerard of British courts 
for fame or place, fined £25 recently 
for conducting a swe-psteke, to'd t*e 
House of Lords that the “hvpocrisy” 
of anti-lotterv laws was mak'ng Bri- 
tain “the laughing stock of the civil- 
ized world.” 

The Duke of Atholl used arguments 
fam'liar to Canadians who bave con- 
sidered the subiect. A man with a 
bank account, he said, could beck a 
horse and settle with the bookmaker 
in due course, but if his servant hand- 
ed in a sh'lling to back his favourite 
he was breaking the law. The Dike 
of Montrose contributed the thought 
that if the law were enforecd strictly 
“more than half the vicars in the 
country” would go to jail for con- 
ducting raffles. 

If Britain for these reosons is the 


laughing stock of the world—a state- | 


ment which indicates that exoggera- 
tion is a weapon not disrezarded even 
in the august precincts of the House 
of Lords—what shall we say of Can- 
ada? We permit raffles in church 
charities, gambling games in the fell 
fairs, but hold up our hands in hor- 
ror at the thought of lotteries for 
hospitals or government funds. We 
sav through the statute that if an in- 
dividual having secured a ticket ina 
sweepstake, should win a_ prize 
through this unlawful enterprise, the 
first individual who takes action 
against him in the courts may re- 
cover the prize money. If this per-

friend we close our cyes to the ob- 
vious conclusion and say the intent of 
the law has been met.

Is Held Invalid 


Ottawa, Ont.—Recommendaticns 
have been made that certain Cana- 
dians should share in the New Year 
Ust of “honors and awards” bestcwed 
by His Majesty, accordiing to a state- 
ment issued by Prime Minister R. 
B. Bennett.” 

Atter recalling his statement in 
the House of Commons last session 
in which he held that the resoluticn 
against titles adopted by the Com- 
mons in 1919 did not restrict the 
royal prerogative Mr. Bennett's 
statement continued. “The govern- 
ment is of the opinion that the tra- 
dit’onal custom of submitting recom- 
m-ndations to His Majesty for the be- 
stowal of honors and awards should 
be resumed. and the Prime Minister 
has acted accordingly.” : 

In view of the statement it is now 
assumed that the recommendst’ons 


will be for titular honors of what- | 


ever rank His Majesty desires to 
bestow. 

The Prime Minister's statement, is- 
sued in reply to queries as to the 
accuracy of rumors that the govern- 
ment proposed to resume the prac- 


tice of submitting Canediang for ti- ; 


tular honors, was as follows: 

“As I intimated at the last se- 
sion of parliament, the resolvtion 
passed in 1919 by the House of Cm- 
mons, being one branch of pariia- 
ment is without validity in either re- 
stricting the roval prerogative or 
amending or retaining the exicting 
law. It will readilv be recalled thot 
proceedines were taken manv yerrs 
aro against the publ'sher of the de- 
bates of the House of Commons in 
Eneland, to which it was alleved that 
a well known citizen was libelled. 

“The publisher sought to just'fy 
hig action on the authoritv of a reso- 
lution, but the courts decided that the 
House of Commons is not the par- 


liament, but only a co-ordinate avd) 


component part of parliament. The 
sovereiern power can make and un- 
make laws: but the concurrence of 
the three legislative estates is neces- 
sarv; the resolution of any one of 
them cannot alter the law, or place 
anvone bevond its control. The pro- 
position is. therefore. wholly unten- 
able and abhorrent to tho first prin- 
ciples of the constitution of England.” 

“The resclution passed by the 
Canadian Honce of Commons in 1919 
was transmitted to the Sovereien 
with great formality, but that could 
not give it validity, and T believe it is 
now generally realized thet the reso- 
lution was invalid for the purpose 
indicated by those who promoted and 
supnrorted it, 

“Since that date Canadians have 
accented honors from heads of for- 
eien states and the government is of 
the oninion that the traditional cus- 
tom of suhmittine recommendations 
to His Maiestv for the bestowal of 
honors and awards should be resum- 
ed, and the Prime Miniter has acted 
accordingly.

Man-Made Thunderbolt 


Scientists Thrilled By Ftevtrical Dis- 
may From Giant Generator 


A steady 4trect current lightning 
bolt of 7,000,000 volts, the most pow- 
erful man-made thunderbolt of its 
kind produced so far, was hurled at 
Round Hill, Mass., from a man-made 
Olympus. 

The occas'on was the first tryout 
of the giant electrostatic generator 
designed at Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology by Dr. Robert J. Van 
de Graaff. 

The first tests, witnessed by a 
handful of distinguished scientists, 
more than fulfilled it was stated, the 
hopes of the creators of the man- 
made electrical Niarara 
that this new Aladdins Lamp of Sci- 
ence will throw new light on many 
dark secrets of science. 

The spectacle of a 7,000,000 volt 


of lightning, controlled with the 
relatively limited confines of the 
hangar was tremendously {impres- 


sive in its brilliance and the savage 
fury of its unleashed power as, for a 
half hour, Dr. Van de Graaff direct- 
ed two ass'stants at the switches 
which augmented or decreased the 
electric display. 

The giant aluminum terminals be- 
came magic wands which spat out 
flaming streaks of blue, liquid fire 
sometimes between each other, in 
jagged lines, often to the steel beams 
of iron walls of the hangar itself. 

To each sphere or terminal was 
fed an electric charge of about 3.500.- 
000 volts by means of an endless te’t 


which carried it from the ground and | 


deposited it upon the polished sur- 
face of the globe. As the voltage in- 
creased snak-like tongues of violet, 
pink and lavender flames lashed out 
to the base of the columns wth 
thunderous reports and plaved about 
the heads of oblivious scientists wh> 
closely watched their switches ard 
meteors. 

Several t'mes a second blue bolt 
crashed into the corrugated 
of the building or plaved about the 
supporting steel beams.

Thin Metal U 
Airships Is Suggested 

Suits of thin metal underwear to 
fit tightly over the fabric skins of 
air leviathans 
was proposed by Commander Garland 
Fulton, of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
United States Navy. 

The airship underwear would be 
designed not to protect against tem- 
perature, but from the smashing 
forces which will be encountered in 
the air when the great ships are 
speeded up in flight. 

“If the attempt is made,” Com- 
mander Fulton said to the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers, “to 
increase the speed of a large airship 
from the present maximum of 80-85 
statute miles per hours to say, 100

Increasing the span of human life, 
adding years of mental and physical 
vigor to the Biblical three score and 
ten, is one of the several fields of 
research in which modern science is 
engaged. Such research work is in 
progress in the University of Chi- 
cago, the men engaged in this im- 
portant study and investigation hav 
ing been selected for their ability and 
past achievements. One of the mem- 
bers of the Chicago Univerrity re- 
search staff is Dr. Davis, a native of 
Ontario, who has been engaged in 
research at the University of Chicago 
for the past eight years.

| With Hubert Scott-Paine, famous

with practice that has developed an 
astounding efficiency in the pursuit | 
and bombing of fast craft. 

Scott-Paine designed a new type of 
armored and unsinkable speedboat of

bomb has been tried, including the 
spectacular diving of bombing ’planes 
Which attain speeds of 800 miles an

| course according to wireless instruc-

Ac- 
cording to figures released by the De- 
partment of Immigration, 12,505 men, 
women and children, representing 41 
races, entered Canada between Jan- 
uary and October. This was a de- 
crease of 82 per cent. from 1932 to- 
tals. Immigration into Canada reach- 
ed a peak of 402,432 in 1913, 

In the 10-month period, 7,549 
Americans entered Canada, 2,024 Bri-
